One ques- 
tion alone remnina outstanding.

One price already is dismissed

Ihi' ex -hisioii of all or any part of 
I'lster from the rest of Ireland iii.i 
from the lurtsdictlon of thi> Irish 
Parllatnent.

Society is confronted with a daa- 
gerous class of men, who would 
rather steal than work; and an- 
other class, not quite SO dangerous, 
who would steal rather than work 
for wliat they re^anl as unfair 
.vages. says the Watchman. The. 
jails and peniieiii iarles are full of 
liuih tiiese classes. There are also 
two classes ot female malefactors; 
those who work and ateal, and those 
Alio, unwilling to work and afraid 
>u steal, take to the street. Ii is 
omparatlvely easy to deal with male 
rimiiials. They are not 1 rimiiiala 
all the time, and their criwinailty 
usually ends with the attainments of 
iU objeetj With women it is dif- 
ferent. When a woman enters upon 
a bad life she eonstitutss a menace 
to society every minute and hour ot 
the day and night. She is a moral 
infection and is worst when best. 
There is no men y for an abandoned 
woman, any more than there is for 
a wolf or a mad dog. The anclenta 
stoned her to death, aad they knew 
a quick way of getting rid of her. 
A maa who would rather steal than 
work is beyond reform; the man 
who would rather murder and maim 
than work for what he considers an 
lusuffu lent wagt: should be closely 
watched; but the woman who, for 
any reason, would adopt a life ot 
sin Is a social Impossibility. Societ y 
can not suffer her to pollute its 
moral air. 

There has been held in all the 
large cities of this country an In- 
reetlgatiou of the cause aud cure ot 
female immorality, and the con 
•ensue ot opinion la that the chief 
factor in tho 4ewalaD ot women is 
low wages. The aaaatloa la put to 
the American people, has not a 
woman a right to sell her virtue to 
keep from starving? As well ask 
has a woman the right to kill to 
keep from starvlngT But the ques 
tlon Is not put fairly. TiMM is no 
exclusive altsrnativeneaa between 
starving and a life of shame. There 
Is no danger of women or 
starving in tbia eoantry. Honaat 
peoplti need never go hungry for 
long. There are plenty of charitable 
ptople to come to their asslstsnc 
.veil when the State fslls to do Its
